Cooking Vegetables 


Valuable Ingredients Lost Through 
Wrong Methods 


While boiling vegetables the nutri- 
ents. soluble in ‘water may >be dis- 
solyed out and lost. The nutriénts 
liable to be lost include protein com- 
pounds, mineral constituents, and su- 

ars. The Minnesota and Connecticut 
<xperiment Stations have conduct- 
ed interesting expeériments in connec- 
tion with: this, subject,. The first ex- 
periments were made with potatoes, 
which. were boiled under different 
 pelateg vad ‘the loss determined. 

hen the potatoes were peeled and 
soaked for séveral hours before boil- 
ing, the loss amounted to 52 per cent. 
of the total nitrogenous matter and 
38 per cent, of the mineral substance; 
when: the potatoes were peeled >and 
put inte cold water, which was then 
rought to the boiling point as soon 
as possible, the loss amounted to 
about 16 per cent. of the nitrogenous 
matter or protein and 19 per cent. of 
the mineral matter; potatoes pecled 
and. placed at once into boiling wa- 
ter lost only about 8 per cent. of the 
nitrogenous matter, although the loss 
of minéral matter was about the same 
as in the preceding case; when, how- 
ever, potatoes were cooked with the 
skins on, there was but a trifling loss 
of matter, cither nitrogenous or min- 
eral. In the baking of. potatoes there 
is practically. no loss other than the 
very little which may escape in’ the 
moisture given Off, 
_To obtain the highest food value, 
potatoes should not be peeled. When

| peeled, there is least loss by putting 


directly into hot water and boiling 
quickly.. Even then the loss is con- 
Raeri bie. When potatoes are peeled 
and soaked in cold water, the loss is 
very great. 

It haS also been found that con- 
siderable losses occur in the boiling 
of other vegetables such as carrots, 
beets and parsnips, 


which teeth and bone are formed, 
Vegetables should be boiled im large 
pieces and in, as small a quantity of 


i water as possible. 


To prevent the serious loss which 
occurs when the water in which veg- 
etables have been boiled is thrown 
out, the water should be boiled down 
and used in the making of the sauces 
which are to be served with the veg- 
etables.—F.C.N. :

Is Your Home Safe? 


Many of Canada’s Fires Are 
Dwelling Houses 


The fire record for 1915 shows that 
of 1,625 fires reported,.’676 were in 
the homes’ of our peoplé, The great 
majority of these dwelling-house fires 
occur at night, when the lives of the 


in 


occupants are endangered. 


From the 676 homes the greater 
portion of the families were turned 
out at night in wintry weather. In 
these fires, 141 lives were lost, 

The chief causes of these home 
fires are: Carelessness in allowing de- 
fective chimneys to exist; careless- 
ness in the use of matches; careless- 
ness in many other ways. 

Householders should see that the 
heating equipment is fire-safe, that 
there are no cracks in the chimney 
to allow sparks to enter the attic; that 
furnace. pipes are thoroughly clean 
and at a safe distance from wood- 
work}, that stoves, ranges and stove- 
pipes are in safe condition, and all 
pa ea woodwork © protected, 
and that lamps and lanterns . are in 
good condition. 

Carelessness with matches caused 
69: fires last year; overheated stoves 
and furnaces, 51; defective and 
overheated chimneys, pipes, etc,, 62; 
electrical defects, 55. Phese causes

duction ~of eggs -and poultry been 
mobre apparent than at the present 
tine, The demand is unprecedented. 
'This is true whether for export or 
| for home consumption. Consumers 
generally, and even producers them- 
selves are eating more and more eggs. 
The average per capita consumption 
Canada this year will be 
greater than ever before, ; 

The. market for eggs and poultry 
is very active. Prices to producers 
are extremely high and even at these 
prices trading is increasingly active 
all over the country. The prospects 
fora continued demand are very 
|bright. The country is said to be fac- 
‘ing a shortage, not only of current re- 
i ceipts, but of Canadian storage stocks 
Jas well. So great has been the export 
jdemand that we shall be obliged to 
jimport to meet our own requirements, 

Between seven and eight million 
dozen Canadian eggs were exported 
to Great Britain last year, and as an 
indication of what is going forward 
this year’ nearly one million — dozen 
were shipped during the first week of 
October.

That the trend of. game protective 
legislation throughout. Canada is dis- 
tinctly toward « restricting, and ulti- 
mately. prohibiting .the operations. of 
market ‘hunters, 1s cicarly. manifested 
by recent amendments to the game 
laws of Ontario, Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan. In Ontario the sale of 
‘water-fow!l and of quail, partridge, 
woodcock and snipe is prohibited un- 
til the autumn of 1917, Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan have gone much 
farther and the effect of their pres- 
ent laws is to prohibit the open sale 
of practically all game in any season 
of the year, 

The market hunter is the recogniz- 
ed guerrilla of destruction with re- 
gard to wild life, and the traffic in 
dead game is responsible for at least 
three-quarters of the slaughter that 
has reduced the game birds of North 
America to a mere remnant of their 
former abundance, Nearly all the 
provinces of Canada have placed re- 
strictions upon the market gunner, 
by prohibiting the sale of game. en- 
tirely, or during certain seasons, Un- 
fortunately, in most instances, such 
laws have been enacted only as an 
extreme resort to protect depleted 
species from virtual’ extinction, In 
view of the disastrous and inevitable 
results of allowing the market hunter 
to carry on his destructive occupa- 
tion, the logical procedure is to an- 
ticipate and prevent the result by 

rohibiting market gunning before it 
e succeeded in reducing ‘our splen- 
did resources of wild life to the verge 
of extinction.

» Al correspondent who paid a visit 
to the super-Zeppelin. brought to 
ca - England on. Sept, 25 writes: 
‘We had, of course, all seen photo- 
graphs of the failen Zeppelin, | but 
no caifiera picture ¢an ever convey 
an adequate idea of the monster that 
was lying helpless, but to all in- 
tents and purposes intact, 
Essex fields.

In order to prevent people in Eng- 
land from making away with the 
wreckage, the following new regula- 
tion has been made under the De- 
fence of the~Realm Act: 

“If any person, having found any 
bomb or projectile, or any fragment

To Insure War Workers . 
At End of the War 


Great Britain Will Safeguard 1,500,- 
000 From Unemployment When 
the Struggle Ends 


Under the caption, “Safeguarding 
11,500,000 Workers,” the’ Official 

Press Bureau in London has issued 
an article in which it is stated that 
in anticipation of a wave of unem- 
; ployment which may follow the war 
|the British government has decided 
to extend the opérations of the state 
unemployment insurance act. The 
statement reads in part: 

“In cértain trades specially affect- 
ed by the demands incidental to the 
supply of munitidns and. in which 
there is, therefore, a grave risk of 
serious dislocation on the cessation 
of war demands, all work people-are 
to be insured whether they are. indi- 
vidually employed on war. work or 
not. These trades are the manufac- 
ture of ammunition, fireworks, and 
explosives; chemicals, including oils, 
lubricants, soap, candles, . paints, 
colors and varnish; metals and metal 

oods; rubber and goods made there- 
from; leather’ and leather goods; 
brick, cement and artificial stone and 
other: artificial building materials; 
sawmilling, including machine wood- 
work, and the manufacture of. wooden 
cases, 

“Apart from workpeople in these 
scheduled trades the act insures all 
munition workers as such. Briefly, 
this means that all workpeople en- 
gaged in making or repairing any 
kind of articles for naval or ‘military 
use for the’ Allies. will be insurable. 
This will include men and women 
‘engaged in making uniforms, tents, 
brushes and an infinite number of 
things which complete the equipment 
of soldier&’-and sailors. . 

“The temporary scheme of insur- 
ance embodied in the new act will 
remain in operation for five years’ 
from the present date, or for three 
years after the. termination of the 
war, whichever may be longer, The 
rates of contribution and -benefit are 
the same as in the original act, of 
1911, which applied to the building, 
engineering and shipbuildigg trades. 
Contributions. at the rate of ten 
cents a week will be paid by méans 
of unemployment insurance stamips 
affixed to an unemployment book by 
the employer, who may then recover 
the workman's. sharé by deduction 
from his wages. The benefits amount 
to $1.68 a week up to a maximum of 
fifteen weeks in any twelye months. 
On and after September 4 it will be 
an offeuce to employ workpeople in 
any of tlie trades nfentioned above 
or on munitions work without pay- 
ing the unemployment insurance 
contribution due,”
